DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed 1 3 February 2002 has been 
considered for this Office Action. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Page 2, line 
26, "3shows" should be replaced with ~3 shows--. Correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ballas, 
Sr. (US 4,282,652). 

A device has a handle (22,23) turning around a first axis (along handle 22,23) (C. 
4, L. 56-60) wherein the first axis pivots about a second axis (along straight portion 13 
of the rod 12) (C. 4, L. 61-68 and C. 5, L 1-11) located in a holder on the tool (11). The 
second axis is parallel to the first axis (Figs. 1-6). 

Ballas, Sr. also discloses that 
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The device further comprises a lower part (36) with a semi-cylindrical groove 
accommodating the handle and an upper part (37) that keeps the handle in the groove 
on the lower part (Fig. 2). 

The upper part is fastened to the lower part by a screw (38) so that the handle 
can be secured in a selected position (Figs. 1-6). 

The lower part is attached to an axle (the straight portion 1 3 of the rod 12) by at 
least one arm (the other groove of part 36 or 37) (Figs. 1-6). 

The length of the at least one arm determines a range (Figs. 1-6). 

The holder has two jaws (36,37) connected by a screw (38) so that the axle can 
be secured between the jaws in a selected position (Figs. 1-6). 

The axial direction of the axle is the same as the second axis that the handle or 
handlebar turns around (Figs. 1-6). 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Lawrence (US 2,697,457), Heermann andWehle (US 3,581,832), Belliston (US 
4,145,810), Hoff (US 4,226,021), Kolodziejczyk (US 4,359,822), Karlsson et al. (US D 
333,954), Dobrovolny (US 5,899,627), Nagashima (US 6,056,668), Lawrence (US 
6,240,644 B1), Shaw (US 2002/0094234 A1 ) and Warashina et al. (US 2002/0104193 
A1 ) are cited to show state of the art with respect to a device for attaching a handle with 
some of the feature of the current application or closely related.
